1. Claims 1-23 are rejected under the judicially created 

doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being 

unpatentable over claim 1-35 of Haba U.S. Patent No. 6,449,159 

in view of Brown et al. U.S. Patent No. (6,172,895). Haba 

disclosed and claimed a structure and a method of making a 

semiconductor module including a heat spreader, two 

semiconductors thermally coupled to the heat spreader and a 

plurality of electrically conductive leads electrically 

connected to said semiconductors, where at least one of said 

electrically conductive leads is common to both of said 

semiconductors. Haba (6,172,895) did not disclose a termination 



resistor coupled to at least one of the semiconductors as a part 
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of the module- Brown et al. teach a high capacity memory module 
with built-in-high-speed bus terminator. The module (Fig. 3, 
Pos. 54) comprises of a group of individual memory devices (Pos. 
28) and a bus terminator (52) electrically coupled to the last 
memory device (read on semiconductor) . "A thermal management 
structure (not shown) is connected to memory devices 28 to 
dissipate heat" (Col. 7, Lines 21-22). It would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify a semiconductor module and a method of making 
the semiconductor module of Haba (6,172,895) with teachings 
Brown et al. (6,172,895) and place a termination resistor 
directly on the module. A motivation for such modification is 
clearly indicated by Brown et al.: "Bus terminations mounted 
directly on the memory card or the memory module eliminate the 
need for bus exit connections, allowing the freed up connection 
capacity to be used to address additional memory capacity on the 
module" (Abstract) .
